be an all-time high. 
With two m ajor plants in Salem 
completing expansion program s, fac­ 
tory payrolls and em ploym ent are 
expected to show further increase 
this v ear, bank officials predict.

President T rum an’s air policy 
commission said today the gov ­ 
ernm ent should add billions of 
dollars to air power spending 
estim ates to create a force “ca­ 
pable of dealing w ith a possible 
atom ic attack on this country” 
by Jan. I, 1953. 
A report 
by the 
fiv e-m an 
board declared the a ir force 
presently 
planned 
would be 
“inadequate’’ ev en for the in ­ 
terv ening fiv e years. 
It would be “hopelessly w ant­ 
i n g t h e report said, for the 
later period when it should be 
assum ed 
“other 
nations 
will 
hav e atom ic weapons in quan­ 
tity and the equipm ent to de­ 
liv er them In a sustained attack 
on the U nited States m ainland." 
The commission 
said 
plans 
shauld be expanded all along 
the line to call for: 
1. An air force of 70 groups 
instead of the 55 groups now 
blueprinted. 
2. Doubling the present total 


of 3,500 first line com bat a ir­ 
craft by the end of 194» . 
3. A $1.300,000,000 increase to 
bring air force spending to $4,- 
150,000.000 for the 1948 calendar 
year and to $5.450,000.000 for 
next year. 
4. An additional» 
$192.000.000 
abov e budget estim ates to m od­ 
ernize the Nav y’s air arm this 
year and $310,000,000 more for 
the sam e purpose in 1949. 
“We believ e,” the commission 
said, “tha t the U nited States 
will be secure In an absolute 
sense only if the Instruction of 
war itself is abolished under a 
regim e of law.” 
M eanwhile its final 145-page 
study urged a “double-barreled 
policy” of attem pting to achiev e 
world peace through the U nited 
N ations while preparing to d e r 
fend ourselv es if w ar should 
come. 
T he group's 
report 
cov ered 
national security, airc raft m an ­ 
ufacturing, civ il av iation, 
re­ 
search and gov ernm ent reorgan­ 
ization, Amtng its m ajor recom ­ 
m endations were these: 


1. Defense functions should be 
consolidated and integrated “to 
increase the dollar efficiency of 
ev ery segm ent of it.” 
2. The air force air transport 
command and the 
Nav al 
air 
transport serv ice should be con­ 
solidated. 
3. “T he continuing and rigid 
enforcem ent of w artim e security 
m easures w ith regard to ad ­ 
v anced 
aeronautical 
dev elop­ 
m ent is necessary now.” 
4. The m ilitary establishm ent 
should be rev iewed ev ery twp 
years by a presidential commis­ 
sion confirm ed by the senate. 
Members should serv e only once 
and the report should be m ade 
public. 
5. Purchases of m ilitary a ir­ 
c raft should 
be increased to 
34,000,000 
pounds 
this 
year 
(compared w ith present deliv ery 
prospects of 21,000.000 pounds), 
and to 66,000,000 pounds in 1949. 
6. M ilitary aircraft purchas­ 
ing should be on a fiv e-year 
basis instead of year-to-year. 
7. T raining of new personnel 
for research 
work 
should be 
giv en high priority in the face 


of a possible shortage of tech­ 
nicians to operate new equip­ 
m ent now being planned or built. 
8. A plan for putting into 
serv ice new research laboratories 
Jo r studying speeds near and 
beyond 
the 
speed 
of 
sound 
should be m ade 
effectiv e 
as 
quickly 
as 
possible 
because 
“the United States is danger­ 
ously short" of such equipment. 
9. The air linos m ost be kept 
strong and healthy because of 
thetr v alue as a potential m ili­ 
tary auxiliary. “They are not 
in such a condition at the pres­ 
en t tim e.” Air m ail pay rates 
m ust be raised. 
10. Tfce 
Civ il 
Aeronautics 
Board should hav e 
full 
eco­ 
nom ic control ov er non -sched­ 
uled /air carriers and ov er rates 
of international airlines,. 
U- The board should mov e 
slowly in authorizing new air 
transport business for sched­ 
uled serv ice, an d should defer 
for a 
short 
tim e 
any 
new 
route awards pending a gen­ 
eral 
rev iew of the situation. 
If the CAB 
does 
not 
m ake 
such a rev iew, congress should. 


12. The CAB should "prev ent 
the control 
by 
surface car­ 
riers of the United States air 
transport system or any im ­ 
po rtan t segm ent thereof." How­ 
ev er, it should not exclude rail­ 
roads 
and 
shiplines 
entirely 
from the field, and congress 
should clarify present legisla­ 
tion on the subject. 
13. The "chosen instrum ent” 
or single Am erican international 
airline theory should 
be 
re­ 
jected. 
14. If enough people do not 
fly to support 
the 
personal 
plane industry, “their neglect 
should 
be 
an 
unm istakable 
sign to airplane designers tha t 
a new airplane is needed which 
will prov ide m ore utility a t a 
lower operating cost.” 
15. A 
departm ent 
of 
civ il 
av iation should be created w ith­ 
in the commerce departm ent to 
take ov er the duties of the Civ il 
Aeronautics adm inistration. 
18. An independent air safety 
board should be recreated. 
17. The salaries of the CAB 
members should be raised from 
$10,000 to $15,000.

EISENHOWER DRAFT 
HURT BY SILENCE

W ASHINGTON, Jan . 14 — Gen. 
Dwight D. Elsenhow er m ay risk any 
chance for the ultim ate backing of 
regular Republican organizations in 
sev eral states if he fails to stam p 
out

As a casq In point, one Republi­ 
can in close touch w ith the situ­ 
ation said priv ately tha t Eisenhower 
has had a be tter-than -fair chance 
for darkhorse support from the pow­ 
erful Pennsylv ania Republican or­ 
ganization a t the June Philadelphia 
conv ention. But, this party member 
added, the general m ay forfeit that 
chance if he dodfe not disav ow im ­ 
m ediately a mov e in his behalf, 
there. 
Eisenhower supporters hav e indi­ 
cated they also m ay inv ade the 
prim ary field in such states as Illi­ 
nois, W isconsin and Nebraska. In 
few of these are they expected to 
find the regular patty organization 
receptiv e. 
T here are some indications tha t 
the Nebraska prim ary m ay dev elop 
into a presidential free for all. 
Form er Gov . Harold E. Stassen 
is scheduled as an alm ost certain 
entry 
in 
the preferential 
v oting 
there April 13, and S enator Robert 
A. T aft of Ohio told a reporter his 
backers are m aking a surv ey and 
m ight en ter his name. A candidate's 
.consent is n ot necessary to bring 
him into tha t preferential race.

K err, chief o* the Clev eland hom i­ 
cide squad, declared “we will waste 
no tim e in presenting the case to 
the grand jury.”

I t’s no discredit to the educated guessers who mak e 
federal budgets to # ay that they don’t k now what 
they’re talk ing about. During the last eight years 
they've missed federal Income by as much as 53 per 
eent In one case; their average error has been 27 per 
cent. 
In January, 1940. toe guessed Income would be 8.1 
billion at the end of the 
12 months beginning toe fol­ 
lowing July I. It was 8.3 billion, a 34 percent error. 
The next year they guessed 8.9 billion, income was 
13.6 billion, an error of 53 percent. In January, 1942. 
they guessed 17.8 billion, misalng U by 31 -percent. 
Actual income was 23.3 billion. The following January 
they more than doubled the preceding estimate, guess­ 
ing 36.4 blUion. Actual receipts were 45.4 billion, a 
28 percent error. Not discouraged, they guessed 43 4 
billion the next time, a 
10 percent error. Rece'pts were 
47.7 billion. The next time they came close, guessing 
42.8 billion against actual Income of 44.2 billion, only 
a 3 percent error. Then In Jaunary, 1946, they covered 
themselve# with confusion again by an error of 36 
percent—estimated income was 32.9 blUion, actual in­ 
come was 44.7 billion.

Curing A Difficult Pro blem

ALL mothers witness new stages 
in Baby’s development with delight. 
Sitting alone, the 
first 
toddling 
steps, the first recognizable words 
are all milestones which Mother 
halls with pride and happiness. 
Occasionally, 
however, 
certain 
steps in this progress from baby­ 
hood may not be tak en pust a t the 
ime Mother expects them and then 
he becomes apprehensive and wor­ 
ried, with the result that her at- 
itude reacts on Baby to retard 
him still further. 
Stubborn Cases 
It is this sort of situation which 
behind a great many stubborn 
crsts of « igdwettlng or enuresis, one 
f toe most common problem« with 
which parents have to 
deal. 
Of 
ourse, there may be other causes, 
too, such as improper training, or 
ack of power in the muscle which 
ontrols the outlet from the blad­ 
der, but* the # o-ealled psychogenic 
>r mental factor is the one most 
frequently to blame. The older the 
hlld, the greater the lik elihood that 
edwetting is due to psychogenic 
auses. 
A promising new treatm ent to 
orroct this fault- has been sug­ 
gested. It involves the use of a sub- 
¡lance 
called 
chorionic 
gonado- 
iropin, a glandular product. 
Injections are given twice a week , 
and the dose gradually increased. 
As a general rule, only six injec­ 
tions are employed and no other 
form of treatm ent used. The first 
injection la given directly into the 
Ak in to determine whether or not 
there is any sensitivity to the prep­ 
aration. 
Those who are benefited by the 
reatment usually show improve­ 
ment by the time the third injec­ 
tion Is given. If no improvement 
has been evident after six Injec­ 
tions. it is useless to continue with 


the cause of the bed watting before 
treatm ent Is started. 


ployed until at least one week has 
passed without any bedwedding and 
at least five injections have been 
administered. The children are usu­ 
ally cured or mark edly improved 
after three week s. Those cases which 
have been cured have remained so 
after three days. 
Sixteen Children 
In a group of sixteen children 
treated with chorionic gonadotropin, 
the ages ranged from three to fif­ 
teen yeers, and in all of them bed­ 
wetting hod persisted since infancy. 
There was no abnormal condition 
of the urinary organs. The cases 
were classified as improved when 
toe bedwetting decreased from three 
to five times week ly to about once 
a week . Eight of the sixteen cases 
showed this type of improvement 
Seven of the sixteen, or almost half, 
were completely cured. The cures, 
as a rule, were in the children more 
than six years of age. In only one 
instance was the treatm ent a com­ 
plete failure. No complications were 
noted. 
Of course, it is possible that the 
Improvement occurred not only from 
the gonadotropin, but rather from 
the combined giving of the injec­ 
tions and their mental effect on the 
parents and 
the children. 
As a 
m atter of fact, bedwetting can often 
tot cured entirely If the parents will 
qdept the proper attitude toward* 
the problem, avoiding punishment, 
bribery, and similar measures In the 
attem pt to overcome the habtt.
